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EXPLANATIONS WANTED. 

Time is passing, and the day in which 
the by-laws are to bo subinittod to the 
ratopayurs is drawiDg nigh, yet tliere 
has been no statemuul fron> the Board 
of Aldenncn. Tlie City Fatliers have 
not as yet given any intimation of their 
ijitention to make an explanation. 
They appear and expect the ratepayora 
to vote ; •!■ the loan by-Uws bliiuifoUl. 
They 1 . iitly cousidor that tho citi^enH 
ought .ilaco implicit truBt in their 
ttbilitj ■ Lud their prudence. We fear 
that if they do this a bitter disappoint- 
mont ia in store for them. Their past 
admini.-itrntion, as far as it is knnwn, 
has not boon auoh as to invite confulonce 
to lead tho ratepayers to • believe that 
largo amounts of money may be en- 
trusted to them with tho assurance that 
It will be wisely and eoonomioally ox- 
pwided. Appcaraucos are' aigainat the 
Board of Aldnrmnn. They have not 
gained for themselves the reputation of 
• bohig proviiloMl mill judiciouii udmiuia- 
trators of the fninl.-s u-ilh wbicli they Have 
Iwea entrusted. TLera are iiidimitioijh 
that iia • the .management of tl'e 
pu.j .0 works they have not been 
i;dutious and farsighted, and th.at 
they biive not iidoiited the methods I'al- 
culateil tii produce the best results for 
I ho auicumt of ininiey they have ex- 
pended. It is not liuown how much 
- i'they- have epant or hoijr, much they owe 
on tho work that has Been done. Every 
one must eoo that before they aek tho 
ratopaycvK to give thorn more mouoy 
they nro in duty bouud to ahnw what 
tliiiy havii d.mu with the money already 
plui;fid Ul their hands and what tho^ in- 
tend to do with the loans if thoy obtain 
leave (u borrow. Explanations may 
make everything clear and satisfactory. 
Tho Board of Aldermen may be ablo to 
show that they have not expeuded a 
single dollar wnuocessarilj-, and that 
they have made tho money voted to 
them go as fai- os- any reasonable rate- 
payer can expect. Wo do not believe 
that tho ratepayers us a lK)(ly arc un- 
reasonable, or that they cxpoct tiw 
mucli of the Rnanl of .lldunuen. If 
they can ^ive a f:iirly j^ood account of 
their atewardsliip ; if thoy can show 
that money Iiuh not been wasted, and if 
they can provo that their plans for tlie 
future (il'O well laid, and lliat they have 
DO intention of launciiing out into ex- 
travagancc, wo feel rjuito sure that iluy 
will find the cit i/.oii-i I'uiuly toli.stfii til i-i-a- 
sonand prepared to give tlieiu the money 
required for necessary works. But they 
must be convinced that tlio money 
asked for is needed and they iiiu.st liave 
some guarantee that if it is givni it will 
not be wHBtefully or imprudently I'X- 
pondt'il. Sucli a .statoMif-nt is diii* the 
ratcpaycra. They should be shown iu 
the clearest manner possible exactly bow 
the city stands iiuauoially at tho pre- 
sent moment. Thoy are to be asked to 
incur heavy liabilities now and in the 
near future, and like sonaible pi'tiple 
they w.nil to know whether or not they 
are able to bear tlio burden. U i', for 
our part, l>elievo that the Board .\\- 
dcrmcu ought, without urging, to give 
them full e.xplanationsi both ub to the 
past and tho fut 1110, By coming to a 
clear uuiieiatandiug with the ratepayers 
much enibarrartSUK'nt and tinpleasuut- 
ness will be avoided- 

A\'e I'heerfully admit that by far tht 
greater part of the money asked for is 
urgen^tiy aeeded.; .;yTJjO; / waterworks 
should ho put in the tost possible state 
of effioi' .:y. The city cannot do with 
out a ^euurotia water suiipls'. It 
bhouUl D')l 1"" Ktiuted in water lor an\ 
puiponc vlialever. .And the wutci 
shoukl he ho distributed that every part 
of tlie ciiy should have enough for its 
peculiar needs. Tho supply for ox- 
tiuguisldug fire should not be defec- 
tive iu any respect or from 
any eauso. The money reijuired foi 
this purpose sliouhl iii! cheerfully 
vol-ed. This is i matter lii whicli 
Ubsralitiy — liberality without wasto — is 
true ecouomy. Tho oxpeuditure of a 
few tlioiis.mds iu perfecting tho wat. 1 
works uow may cau!>« a saving of p. r 
haps millions by and by. 

This is also true of tho fire brigad' 
equipment. Money spunt iijion it i.- 
judici(iu;<ly investcil. TIib citi/t.iis »hiiul(i 
notreut couleiit until the brigade in al, 
ite departments is iu a Htatu us near per- 
feetiou as it cnu bo made. We havi 
had exttiiiplos lately, nud near us, of tin.

■J NOTHEli QUEBEC QUEHTION. 

The rjucstion of disallowan'jo has 
come up again. The Dondnion Govern- 
ment has disallowed a (^uobec Act 
called the "District Magistrates' Act," 
and its opixmoiits, new and old, are try- 
ing to create the impression that it i" 
disallowed because its di.saUowaiico will 
rnit oli'eudthe Romant 'atliolie liierarcby. 
But there is no grouinl for this insinua- 
tion. Tho District Magistrates' Ael is 
disallowed because it is uueonstituliou- 
al, becauHO it gives power.s to (be pro- 
vincial government of Quobeo which be- 
long, by the constitution, to the (!ov- 
oininent of llio Dominion. The law 
was first ■ onuetcd in ISS8 to 
establish a court to suporsi^de 
the Circuit Court of .Montreal. 'J'hiu 
Court was presided over by the .ludgos 
of tho Suporior Court. The i nnrl ^^•hil■h 
tho provincial government estai>lishcd 
in its place had the same juri.sdietion as 
the Circuit Court, but to evade tho law 
the judges, which were appointed 10 
preside over il, wore called "magis- 
trates." Thiy were really judges. 
They wore lawyers of standing and thoy 
did the work of jmlnes. It is the pre- 
rogative of tlui Douunion (lovern- 
mont to appoint judges, and when 
the provincial government timk 
upon itself the power to appoint tlii si- 
magistrates to occupy the place iuid to 
do the work of judges the Miin.sler of 
Jil.itice duciiled that it was infringiuj; 011 
the couHtitutional |)rerogative of the l>o- 
minion (io\ernment, and so disallowed 
the Act. At tho last meeting of tho 
f^iuebec Legislature a bill in iiU its es.scn- 
tial features resembling the Dintriel 
Magiat rates Act was passed and iifler- 
wards sent to Ottawa for allowancf. 
This noniiiudly new law was open to ex- 
actly the same objections as the one of 
the year before, and it therefore aharcd 
tho same fato. It was disallowed bo- 
cause it wiiB not in accordant! wit h the 
constitution of the Dominion, whifh 
gives the (iovernor-Geneiiil the puv.or 
to appoint judges to the .Superior, 1 dis- 
trict and Comity Coiu'ts in ofich pro- 
\-inL'e, and which also provides that "the 
salarios, allowances and pensions of the 
judges of tho Superior, District and 
County Courts shail ho fixed and pro- 
vided by the ParliTunnit of Cnnndii." 

ll CLin eoHily be r>ecn th.il if thr. I'rn- 
vincial Oovernmont by simply ebongiiig 
the title of tho men who preside o\ er a 
court and altering the nnme of the 
court itself, OOtdd toke the apijointment 
of judges into ils own hmuU 
tho prerogative of .ippointmenl 
to the judiciary would soon 
ill a very great measure be lakeii out 
nt the Imiidaofth&DominionGovernnuinl 
and placed in those of local politieiaiiH, 
A change which we think would not 
(end to the elfeclive udmini.'itral ion of 
ju:;lii-e.
